Dove hunters will have their 
day in’ the field when the season 
opens ‘at 12 noon on Wednesday, 
September 1. This season will 
close September 20, but reopen at 
noon on Columbus Day, October 12 
and continue until the end of the 
month. The bag and possession 
limit will be the same as last year, 
ten birds. 


Sportsmen are reminded that 
among other regulations, only 
shotguns capable of holding three 
shells or less may be used to take 
doves except that bow and arrows 
are legal. 

While the, valley still contains 
an abundance of doves, they do 
seem a bit scattered the last week 
or ten days which is no doubt ac- 
counted for by temperature chang- 
es. 


Dove hunters can help improve 
their sport by sending in the outer 
half of the right wing of each dove 
they bag along with a note as to 
the nearest spot the kird was 
taken. By determining the age of 
the bird from the wings, game 
technicians will be able to esti- 
mate how many birds of this

able in fixing future seasons and 
bag limits for a sustained yield to 
sportsmen. 

These wings, clipped off at the 
second joint from the tip can be 
put in a paper bag and delivered 
to the nearest game warden or the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
1312 Blackstone, Fresno.

ACTION SHOTS... 


Do you louse up all the’''action 
shots'’ you try for? Don't feel 
too badly about it. But here's 
a tip that will help you, if you 
will use common sense: Re- 
member, any action coming di- 
rectly toward you or directly 
away from you, moves more 
slowly in your camera's eye than 
the same speed passing horizon- 
tally before you.

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Vater Penetration Becomes Problem 
in Some Friant:Kern Service Areas 


By Karl W. Opitz

The use of Friant-Kern canal 
water has added another~problem 
to the worries of several citrus 
and olive growers in Tulare-coun- 
ty, who have noticed that fre- 
quently it is impossible to get the 
soil to take irrigation water. 

To many growers this is a sur- 
prising thing in view of the purity 
of Kings river water. Unfortun- 
ately, however, the quantity of 
sodium Friant-Kern water carries 
in relation to calcium causes an 
unfavorable reaction in certain 
soils, particularly those low in 
caicium. This change has the 
effect of partly sealing the soil 
and greatly slowing down the rate 
of water moving into it. 


CORN FIELDS 
NEED WORKING — 
AFTER HARVEST

A very thorough working of the 


soil of corn fields as soon as pos- 
sible following corn harvest will 
be beneficial to cotton growers. 
This is advisable to destroy, the 
corn earworms, which is also the 
cotton bollworm. 

The large worms go into a cell 
into the ground and prepare a silk 
lined emergence tunnel to the sur- 
face from which the moths emerge. 
The worms then go into a resting 
period for about two weeks, five 
inches deep in the soil. 

If these pupal cells are broken 
up by land preparation the moths 
have difficulty in getting out of 
the soil. The pupae also may be 
thrown onto the soil surface and 
will be killed by the heat of the 
san or by birds and rodents. 

Good cultural practices, as well 
as insecticides, are valuable in cot- 
ton insect control.

The philosophy of government 
upon which the northern element 
of the Democratic Party intends to 
campaign, both in the November 
Congressional and the 1956 Presi- 
dential elections, was brought into 
the open in Congressional debate 
on the new Atomic Energy Bill. 


This philosophy (branded so- 
cialistic by Congressional Conser- 
vatives) is that the government 
must construct and operate pro- 
‘duction facilities to supplement 
the output of private enterprise. 
This is based upon the rejected 
Full Employment Act of 1946. 


The controversy over the new 
Atomic Energy legislation hinged 
basically on two points: (1) 
whether the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission should have authority to 
build and operate atomic energy 
plants and sell power in competi- 
tion with private industry, and 
(2) whether patents (other than 
for atomic weapons) should be 
privately held or compulsorily li- 
censed by the governiment. 

The bill, as originally approved 
by the Senate, would have given 
the AEC authority to build plants 
and would have provided for 10- 
year compulsory licensing of pat- 
ents. 

The House bill prohibited the 
AEC from producing power for 
commercial purposes except in the 
case of power produced incident 
to the operation of research and 
development facilities. The power 
from such facilities could have 
been sold by the AEC’ under the 
stipulation that, insofar as prac- 
ticable, preference in \he sale be 
given to public bodies, coopera- 
tives and to utilities in high-cost 
power production areas. The 
phrase “insofar as practicable’’ 
was inserted to enable the AEC to 
sell to private power companies in 
the event there was no market for 
power in public groups or co- 
operatives. 

The Senate refused to accept 
this House revision on the ground 
that it favored private ‘utilities 
and insisted that the phrase ‘in- 
sofar as practicable’ be deleted, 
The House finally agreed to this 
modification.

ship, the Senate again refused to | 
accept the House provision favor- 
ing private ownership and insist- 
ed that all atomic patents be un- 
der compulsory licensing for at 
least five years. In order to get 
an Atomic Energy Bill, the House 
leaders finally agreed to this. 

Friends. of free enterprise in 
both the House and the Senate felt 
it was preferable to obtain legisla- 
tion this session in view of the 
doubt over which party may con- 
trol Congress after November. 

This group also felt that, by 
conceding ground with respect to 
patent ownership, it won a major 
victory in prohibiting the AEC 
from engaging in the construction 
of other than experimental plants. 

It also was this group’s opinion 
that if authority for the AEC to 
construct, produce and sell power 
were written into law such au- 
thority would never be repealed. 
The experience with TVA, which 
slowly developed into the nation’s 
largest power producer, served as 
a vivid reminder of how govern- 
ment bureaucrats can expand au- 
thority. 


The House managers made it 
clear in the conference report that 
they agreed to the compulsory li- 
censing of patents only because 
they were assured that the patent 
problem would be “fairly and 
fully studied at the next session 
of Congress.”’ 

Even before the bill reached the 
White House, the friends of public 
power also served notice at the 
Capitol that the fight to tighten 
government control of atomic 
power would be renewed in the 
next session of Congress. 

THE TAX REVISION ACT: The 
President, in signing the new law, 
said it ‘will benefit all Ameri- 
cans” and “will help our economy 
expand and thus add materially to 
strength of our nation.’ In this 
connection it is interesting to note 
i that since the first federal income 
tax law passed by the “Democrats 


in 1913 there have been 15 tax: 


increases. Democratic Congresses 
voted 14 to the 15. In the same 
period there have been 10 income 
tax reductions. Of this number 
Republican Congresses approved 
three.

ed in the district would be Spring- 
ville, Wishon, Doyles, Camp Nel- 
son and Cedar Slope. None of the 
Deer Creek water shed would be 
included. 

Major reason for seeking forma- 
tion of the district is to get co- 
operation of the State forest serv- 
ice, the United States Forest serv- 
ice and the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs in the burning of brush at 
high levels as a soil convervation 
and water conservation project, 
according to R. R. Killian, chair- 
man of a committee composed also 
of Bill Dye and Art Griswold, that 
has been investigating aspects of 
the district. . 

Through soil conservation dis- 
tricts it is also sometimes possible 
to build ‘‘upstream’”’ dams on wa- 
ter sheds as a water conservation 
and flood control measure. 

“Mainly it is a question of wa- 
ter,” Mr. Killian states; brush 
burning experience in the foot- 
hills has already demonstrated 
that when brush land is converted 
to grazing land, water conditions 
improve. 

The proposed soil conservation 
district has, been accepted as a 
plausible project by the state soil 
conservation commission and in a 
report: by the commission, three 
main operations are suggested if 
the district is formed: 

1. An inventory of land condi- 
tions including both private and 
public lands to determine overall 
conservation and capability im- 
provement needs; 

2. A detailed survey and hydro- 
logical study of upstream chan- 
nels and off channel sites for lo- 
cation of dams and retarding and 
runoff control structures for wa- 
ter conservation stream discharge 
regulation and flood control. 

3. A study of coordinated values 
of downstream sites integrated with 
upstream or headwaters improve- 
ment planned. . 

Within the soil conservation act, 
two methods of district formation 
are possible, one involving an elec- 
tion within the district, the other 
involving signature of petitions. 

The latter method of formation 
is contemplated in the proposed 
Tule River district: Qualification 
of a petition by signature of 51 
per of the landowners owning 51 
per cent of the acreage, and a 
public hearing before the board of 
supervisors. 

If the petition is completed, 
supervisors can declare the dis- 
trict formed, and also name direc- 
tors. It is estimated there will 
be 550 landowners within the dis- 
trict. 

At the hearing next Tuesday, 


boundaries will be discussed. Per-| 


sons desiring to keep property out 
of the district or desiring to get 
property included, if within the 
general area, can file at the boun- 
dary hearing, according to Mr. 
Killian. 

Legally, a soil conservation dis- 
trict can tax at a maximum of 
two cents on' $100 of assessed val- 
uation. Mr. Killian states that 
there will be no direct district tax 
if the district is formed — that 
funds for operation will come from 
other governmental sources.
